Thin nation was established by com­ 
mon poop la, and other common people 
hr 
come over in million« to re-en- 
T* ye the original settlers and their 
ci'wrendanta; therefore it is hardly 
strange that common traits «tick to ко 
many of us, V, V, IfcN ltt writes in 
McNaught’s Monthly. 
Admitting this 
wlfb all due humility, may we not still 
contend that our American masses will 
compare favorably in all iUcli essen­ 
tial points as usefulness, sobriety, in­ 
dulgence, and 
generosity 
with 
the 
masses of (treat Britain or any other 
country? 
In reply to frequent criti­ 
cisms of the awful flatness and dull­ 
ness of American life, may we not as­ 
sert that any American crowd, whether 
at a chautauqua lecture or at Coney 
Island or at a Sunday school picnic 
will stand comparison as to alertness 
und capacity for intelligent enjoyment 
with a sim ilar gathering in any land? 
Critics urge th** utonotony and color- 
iesM еч> of life in our email town*, for 
getting that they are comparing tlie 
amenities of these towns with those of 
great cities where they themselves live, 
Instead of bringing into comparison the 
grayness of rustic villages in France or 
England. 
Gopher Prairie is a paradise 
of intellectual and social activity lie- 
side many towns of similar size in the 
01(1 world. 
The English concede us a p<»int in 
the superiority of our sanitary plumb­ 
ing, and they might well add a number 
of other things that help to contribute 
to comfort and physical well being. 
Do not such things aid in fixing the 
color of life? 
Our housewives think 
nothing of getting as much ice as they 
want to preserve foods in summer; the 
average English woman can scarcely j 
obtain ice at all, and when she wishes | 
to keep a very little bit of milk or j 
cream in warm weather she is forced 
to use a chemical preservative. 
We 
have fly screens to protect us In sum­ 
mer tim e; in England the fllea tind no 
tuch new-fangled harriers to keep them 
out, and so they hold conventions and 
mass meetings on tlie table. 
I have 
found 
English 
village 
inns, 
whose 
praises have been sung so eloquently 
by Christopher Morley, to in* almost 
unbearably Infested vviih tiles in sum­ 
mer. 
Our women folk buy bread neatly 
wrapped in wax paper; In England I 
have seen bare louves tossed around 
on the sidewalks like loose bricks. 
Steaks are delivered at our doors care­ 
fully wrapped; in London I observed 
a butcher boy on a bicycle sideswiped 
by a passing horse, and tin* unwrapped 
meat in his delivery basket in front 
pitched out onto the pavem ent 
Un­ 
concernedly in* replaced the meat in 
liis basket and went his way. 
I do not wish to cry down English 
life and English people- we have much 
to learn from them, hut l do wish to 


m a k e the point that ugliness is not 


p e c u l i a r l y an American shortcoming. 
We have some varieties of ugliness, 
but tin* English have others of their 
own, and so far a s 
I know they a r e 
not struggling hanh r than we to es­ 
cape.

Wheat of High Grade 
Wheat grown under ordinary condi­ 
tions on the experimental farm ° f j ^ r- 
Seager Wheeler in Saskatchewan, Can­ 
ada. bears heads of grain containing 
12 r«>w*s of kernels. 
Other strains of 
plants are said to ripen within 30 days 
after the shtvots appear above ground, 
and grades with both hollow and solid 
, stems of y e llo w and purple have been 
reared without any special effort's of 
cultivation. 
Wheat berries as large 
as navy beans are also reported to 
have been developed on the tract, and 
specimens have been raised on which 
the heads ripen while the stalks are 
still green. 
It is believed that of 65 
sturdy and fruitful species under cul- 
tlvatlon, many will be found to resist 
plant diseases 
as well as stand up 
against heavy storms common to that 
region.—Popular Mechanics Magazine.

Money in M uskrat Farming 
In reference to muskrat farming, I 
can say that there Is a successfully op­ 
erated farm on the eastern shore of 
Maryland just out of Cambridge, Md.

several hundred acres in the swamp 
lands or Maryland to use in experi­
